third hierarchic layer of the communication protocol of the communication protocol which is 
lower than the second hierarchic layer, and to control a physical layer of the communication 
path; a selector, which selects one of the second entities and a third entities; and a translator, 
which translates a command in the control information item between the control protocol 
interpreted by the first entity and the management protocol interpreted by the selected one of the 
second entities. Render the claims allowable.
